Generally, he 
intends to review Israel's domestic achievements since the country became a free 
nation just six years ago this week.

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ANNUAL MEETING & ELECTIONS SIDELIGHTS: 

Last week The Bulletin extended its deadline to bring Members results of the OPC 
elections and major matters discussed at the Annual Meeting. In addition, there were 
the following developments: 

Considerable attention was paid to suggestions for improving the elections pro- 
cedure, including (1) a proposal that no distinction be made between those named by the 
Nominations Committee and those candidates placed on the ballot by petitions, and (2) 
that the arrangement of listing nominees alphabetically be abandoned to insure complete 
fairness in the selections. 


One question discussed brought out the opinion of retiring 
Secretary-Treasurer JOSEPH WURZEL that Members may deduct 
from their income tax the value of goods donated to the Club. 
Goods must be usable by OPC and be appraised professionally. 
ADELE NATHAN raised the question.
